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5. ORTHOGRAPHY . 

We have used the present orthography since January 
of 1971. It has proved satisfactory in all respects. 

In teaching v;e find three problem areas. 

(1) The /a/ [ae] is pronounced [a]. I find that in other dia- 
lects of the Boiken language this sound is not so common. 
Perhaps the mark on the a is not readily seen at first. They 
have less trouble reading in context because this sound has a 
grammatical function. 

(2) The /k/ is pronounced like an English k by English 
speakers when it is word final. In that position it has the 
C*^] sound. 

(5) When /I/ occurs word medial the reader tends to pronounce 

it as Cl] rather than Ci]. I find no problem with the non-phonemic 

set up of the /I/. 

The /4/ has caused no problems to either the literate 
or the illiterate. 

Our books of Nlark and Genesis are printed in this 
orthography and it is satisfactory. I have worked rather 
extensively with literates and semi— literates and to a lesser 
degree with illiterates*
